and dangerous are careless remarks in lime of. trouble. 
Utter- 


ances: which .under some circumstances would be wholly in- 
offensive are liable under other conditions to make serious 
trouble. The president is awake to this I ruth, as all must be 
when they stop to reflect, consequently his appeal for mod- 
eration and impartiality in expression at a lime when so many 
of the nations of the Old World, all friendly toward the United 
States, are at war with one another. 
It is the duly of this 


country, and the part of wisdom, lo keep oul of the embroil- 
ment if such a thing be possible, and the president realizes, as 
must every thinking man, that at this time moderation in 
speech and action should be carefully exercised by the Amer- 
ican people and Ihe American press. 


What augments the danger of Ihe situation is the fact that 


this country has so large .a population drawn from all quarters 
of the world. 
It is entirely natural that the men who have 


come from the different countries now at war should sympa- 
thize with their own, 
but Allowance will be made for their atti- 


tude, for love for the land of one's birth is one of the strongest 
and noblest instincts of human nature; but those whom the 
ties of blood do no! bind to the lands across Ihe water can well 
afford to sland aside in this time of conflict and maintain a 
position of Ihe strictest neutrality, while men with active sym- 
pathies with the contending nations must be restrained from 
conduct which would be disturbing here and more so abroad. 


And while it is the duty of individuals to bear these facts in 


mind and govern themselves accordingly, il is doubly (he duty 
of the press to so guard its expressions as lo leave no ground 
for the suspicion of partiality. Happily the great majority of 
publications is disposed to take this honorable stand, greatly to 
the credit of themselves and the interests of Ihe country. Fair- 
ness and good judgment dictate lhat'thls policy shall be pur- 
sued to the end. 


It looks as if the vacations of congressmen might again be 


postponed. The'president insists that they must provide for 
revenues cut off by the war before they go home. Legislation 
the year round has not been considered desirable in the past, 
but il is better than war or the effects that war might have in 
the absence of it.
